The mother chigger is 
the one which does the exca­ 
vating. She b ores ob liquely into 
the skin, and b uilds her nest, 
picking out some especially fa­ 
vored spot ab out the ankles, un­ 
der the arms, under the knees 
and around the waist. 
“Her sojourn excites painful 
inflammation, and no m atter 
how great one’s will power may 
b e, the inclination is to dig the 
chigger out of her hiding place. 
The chigger b ite itself is not 
dangerous, b ut scratching may 
cause a secondary infection that 
possib ly may prove serious.”

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ENEMIES OF INSECTS. 
Farm ers sometimes comp lain of birds eating 
their crop s, forgetting tha t in comp arison to the 
good done, the feathered p oliceman of the field 
is the greatest friend of m ankind. 
Following com p laint of an Iowa farm er, two 
p heasants were killed and ex amined, and 200 
cutworms were found in them. Thus is it dem on­ 
strated how the birds are constantly working, 
not alone for the p roducers of food, but for ev ery 
hum an being. 
While thoughtless men roam the field in search 
of game and call it sp ort, the United States De­ 
p artm ent of Agriculture is waging a continual 
'w ar against insect enemies who threaten to gain 
the up p er hand and conv ert this country into a 
barren waste. 
Man with all of his boasted intelligence has 
been unable to make any headway against the 
p ests and he has had to turn to his insect allies 
for aid. 
The boll weev il, w ithstanding all m an-m ade a t­ 
tacks, is routed again and again by p arasites, 
ants and other tiny enemies who seek it out on 
its own p lane, destroy ing in a y ear immeasurably 
more weev ils than m an destroy s with all his in­ 
telligence and machinery . 
The dep artm ent of agriculture has scientists 
searching the rem otest corners of the earth for 
p arasites and insects which may be brought to 
the United States to fight p ests here. Bugs dis­ 
cov ered p ossibly in the wilds of interior Asia or 
Africa are carefully transp orted to America and 
p lanted in the hop e they may dev elop into an- 
nihilators of other insects. 
The original introduction of p ests like the boll 
weev il or the Jap anese beetle into this country 
was accidental and the strange insects flourish­ 
ed because their natural enemies were not in­ 
troduced with them to keep them down. The de­ 
p artm ent is constantly searching for the natur­ 
al enemies of foreign insect p ests and whenev er 
found the enemies are brought here to be en­ 
listed in the continual war being waged. 


But in sp ite of the sup reme efforts being 
made, the dep redations of insect p ests continue 
to increase annually . 
In this fact the dep art­ 
m ent sees the grav e danger for the future. And 
it is for this reason the dep artm ent hurries to 
attack the first ap p earance of new insects in this 
country , anx ious to subdue them before they be­ 
come such a menace as the boll weev il became. 


THE EFFORT OF TRYING. 


“Oh, w hat’s the use of try ing?” some p eop le 
say when confronted with a difficult p roblem. 


And that ends it for them . They see no bene­ 
fit, they nev er try again and they nev er accom­ 
p lish any thing worth while. 


If enough p eop le take this stand — get into 
this m ental attitude in regard to ev ery p ublic 
p roblem — the whole community suffers from it 
and ev entually will die of dry rot. 


But there is ev ery use in try ing, ev en though 
ultim ate failure is the result. 
No great things 
are ev er achiev ed without some failures that 
serv e as lessons in m aking success p ossible. 


The m an who tries is giv ing v ent to the sp irit 
of p rogress tha t is within him. 
The effort he 
p uts forth, though it may be in v ain, conv inces 
him tha t he does p ossess the ability to do things. 
The p artial results he obtains, though he falls 
short of the goal, go far toward showing him the 
weak sp ots in his p lan, and that knowledge giv es 
him faith 
and courage to try again — and 
ev entually succeed. 
The same is true of a community . If its eaders 
are easily discouraged at failure, are not willing 
to try again when a chance to imp rov e p resents 
itself, then there isn’t much hop e. 
But when a community has men who are ready 
end willing to dev ote their time and energy to 
things that will bring imp rov ement, regardless of 
the mistakes of the p ast, there is some 
hop e 
for it. 
May we hav e more of such men — those who 
are anx ious to p rofit from the errors that hav e 
been made and climb on them to greater things.-

that his pet goldfish was ailing. 
It would lie down on the bottom 
oi its tank and look helpless, or 
it would drift listlessly about near, 
the surface, half on its side. He 
took it to Palmer and asked for 
a diagnosis. 


Palmer put the fish in a tank, 


collected the patient's -case his- 
tory" and wrote it all down on 
the chart. Then he kept the fish 
under observation. 


Unable to find just what was" 


the matter, he took it to the To- 
ronto General Hospital and had 
it X-rayed.

"It is a feeble treaty, a weak 


and insufficient instrument, but 
it is better than competitive 
building. If it does not carry us 
forward far toward the goal of 
disarmament, at least it applies 
the brakes against the rapid 
backsliding which had already 
begun."

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ENEMIES OF INSECTS. 


Farmers sometimes complain of birds eating 


"ttieir crops, forgetting that in comparison to the 
£00d done, the feathered policeman of the field 


' vis Ifae greatest friend of mankind. 


Allowing 'complaint of an Iowa farmer, two 


pheasants were killed and examined, and 200 


1 cutworms were found in them. Thus is it demon- 
. strated how the birds are constantly working, 


not'alone for the producers of food, but for every 


„ "human- being. 


While thoughtless men roam £he field in search 


of game and call it sport, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture is waging a continual 
*-war against insect enemies who threaten to gain 
the upper hand and convert this country into a 


h barren waste. 


Man with all of his boasted intelligence has 


Wen unable' to make any headway against the 
pests and he has had to turn, to his insect allies 


vfor aid. 


The boll weevil, withstanding all man-made at- 


tacks, is routed again and again by parasites, 
ants -and other tiny enemies who seek it out on 
Its own plane, destroying in a year immeasurably 
more weevils than man destroys "with all his in- 
telligence and machinery. 


The department of agriculture has scientists 


searching the remotest corners of the earth for 
parasites and 'insects which may be brought to 
«ie United States to fight pests here. Bugs dis- 
covered possibly in the wilds of interior Asia or 
Africa are carefully transported to America and 
planted in the hope they may develop into an- 
nihilators of other insects. 


The original introduction of pests like the boll 


weevil or the Japanese beetle into this country 
was accidental and the strange insects fiourish- 


: cd because their natural enemies were not in- 


troduced with them to keep them down. The de- 
pseftment is constantly searching for the natur- 
al enemies of foreign insect pests and whenever 
found the enemies are brought here to be en- 
listed in the continual war being waged. 


But in spite of the supreme efforts being • 


made, the depredations of insect pests continue 
ito increase annually. In this fact the depart- 
ment sees the grave danger for the future. And 
it Is for this reason the department hurries to - 
attack the first appearance of new insects in this 
country, anxious to subdue them before they be- 
come such a menace as the boll weevil became.

The partial results he obtains, though he f alls 


short of the goal, go far toward showing him the 
weak spots in his plan, and that knowledge gives 
him faith and courage to try again — and 
eventually succeed. 


The same is true of a community. If its eaders 


are easily discouraged at faihire, are not willing 
to try again when a chance to improve presents 
itself, then there isn't much hope. 


But when a community has men who are ready 


and willing to devote their time and energy to 
things that will bring improvement, regardless of 
the mistakes of the past, there is some hope 
for it. 


May we have more of such men — those who 


are anxious to profit from the errors that have 
been made and climb on them to greater things.-

Because of the fire hazard, a 


warning to dealers who sell chlo- 
rates, now widely used as weed 
killers, was sounded today by O. 
C. Lee of the Purdue University 
Agricultural Extension staff. 


"Chlorates, 
when hi contact 


with organic matter such as wood 
dust, cloth and paper, form a1 
combustible mixture which may 
easily be ignited," Lee said. 
-Many stores, seed houses, ele-! 
vators 
and various business 


houses are selling this material 
without taking the proper pre- 
cautions in handling it. 


"The 
material 
should be 


stored only in tightly closed m'e- 
tai containers. When any1 of it'fe 
weighed out and sold, care should 
be tafcen not to spill any on the" 
floor or near the building. Farm- 
ers also should bring metal con- 
tainers when purchasing small 
quantities. Cloth and j>aper 
bags should not be used." .' 


Lee pointed out that chlorates 


spilled on the floor of buildings 
or kept in faulty containers cre- 
ate a permanent fire hazard, 
which may result in the loss of 
the building or other property^

Concerning the much-disput- 


ed "breakfast evidence" concern- 
ing Edna Kolb, Springer declared 
that he would rather believe 
young Raymond Kolb, son of the 
defendant, than the five Rush 
county grand jurymen who, hs. 
declared, "made a horrible mess" 
when testifying on the witness 
stand. 
Springer closed his appeal for 


acquittal by declaring that if 
Edna Kolb's death was due to 
strychnine, this poison was tak- 
en after she reached the Offutt 
home in Rushville. - 
John Kiplinger, chief of the 


defense staff, delivered the final 
argument for his side but had 
not completed his talk at -noon. 
He impressed upon the jury that 
they were only to determine if 
George Kolb killed Edna Kolb. 
and were not to consider any of 
the other side angles to the case 
and that the death of Maggie 
Kolb was only to be considered 
as an additional motive if the 
jury was convinced that the de- 
fendant had murdered Edna 
Kolb. 
Kiplinger said that he wasn t 


satisfied that there had been 
strychnine in Edna Kolb's body 
and proceeded to give his opinion 
of "the great Harger" as he 
termed him. The Rushville at- 
torney hinted broadly that the 
analyzed organs might have been 
tampered with and also inti- 
mated Jhat it was possible that 
Hargef'had examined other or- 
a-ans. and not those taken from 
thfi bodv of Edna. 


The Indianapolis toxicologist 


made serious mistakes in his 
testimony, Kiplinger 
asserted, 


and either didn't know what he 
was talking about or was too 
thoroughly biased in favor of the 
state's case. 


It was brought out bv Kinling- 


er that the fact that Kolb failed 
t,o make a complete list when he 
submitted his inventory as ad- 
ministrator of Maggie Kolb's es- 
*ate was of no moment as he was 
the sole heir and could not 
have oossibly defrauded any one. 


Before he stopped for the noon 


hour, Kiplinger told the jury 
that the defendant did not ex- 
pect to be acauitted for reasons 
of syrrmathv but because of the 
law and evidence. 


Charles Tindall. Greenfield at- 


torney for the defense, opened 
the first of the arguments for 
the prisoner Monday afternoon. 
He flaved the false and unfair 
accusations, the foul conspiracy 
and the 
r>erjured 
testimonies 


which he alleged were employed 
bv the state in its effort to con- 
vict the 57 year old defndant. 


The Greenfield attornev bit-, 


terlv attacked members of thf 
state counsel, particularly Pau' 
Benson. Henry county prosecu- 
tor, and all of the imnortant 
state witnesses who. he declared, 
were all impeached by other 
state witnesses. 


"The state don't intend tn be 


fair in this case," shouted Tin- 
dall as he hurled charge after 
charge of alleged unfair tactics. 
Tjo'soned gcssip and even per- 
jury which he termed were a 
nart of the "villainous conroir- 
a«y" to send "this poor unfor- 
tunate man" to prison or to 
death. 


That the murder_case against 


the Rush county "farmer was 
framed by conspiracy and un- 
fairness unequalled in the Han- 
cock circuit court was stated by 
Tindall who accused Benson of 
resorting to "every possible foul 
means" to obtain a conviction.

Tindall dropped his virulency 
at' the close of his argument 
when he pleaded with the jury 
to acquit the defendant, whoihe 
said has been the innocent suf- 
ferer of an unwarranted con- 
spiracy, so that he and his chil- 
dren might again form a happy 
family around their fireside. 


' The local attorney's talk .-fol- 
lowed that of William 4.'. Bus- 
sell, Hancock county prosecuting 
attorney, who opened the argu- 
ment this morning - after the" 
completion of the initial talk 
made by Albert C. Stevens, Rush 
county prosecutor. 


Bussell opened his afternoon 


argument "by stating to the Jury 
that by the "reasonable doubt" 
issue, the law never intended for 
it to "shield the guilty. "He re- 
ferred to the defendant's .at- 
tempted suicide as. a "cowardly', 
refuge" from the consequences- 


after "things were growing too 
warm for him." 


Kolb's statement in the Rush-
